But, strange to relate, other countries than ours know 


^something of the art of killing international trade and lay- 
ing; the fuse to the powder magazine of war via the tariff 
route. Already measures are being framed abroad in re- 
taliation against our own recently enacted tariff law and 
the natural consequence is a slump in the export of those 
articles, especially agricultural articles, which constitute 
,oor export trade. 


Italy has already enacted and begun to put into effect 


her new duty on American cottonseed oil and this in time 
will bring about a material curtailment of a profitable 
market The new Italian duty on this American product 
represents an increase of 100 percent over that in effect 
last July. 


An appeal has already been made, in consequence of 


the retaliatory action of the Italian government, by the In- 
terstate Cottonseed Association to President Harding ask- 
ing him to invoke the retaliatory provisions of the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff act against products imported from Italy. 
Thus do we see how tariffs DO NOT increase international 
commerce and how they SERVE ADMIRABLY to create 
international friction a^d to point the way to future wars. 


France, Canada and Spain are other nations which 


have resented the Fordney-McCumber tariff and taken re- 
prisals. If the United States adopts the policy of retalia- 
tion, it is feared that American foreign trade will be seri- 
ously handicapped and impaired. 


At a time when it is more than ever necessary to give 


American farmers an outlet for their surplus products as a 
means of stimulating prices and encouraging agriculture, 
a hostile attitude on the part of foreign governments is par- 
ticularly harmful. 
One result of the ForcLiey-McCumber 


act has been to restrict the buying of American agricultural 
producs by making 3t difficult for foreigners to sell here.
